A Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment Under 37 CFR §1 .181 was 
filed on November 18, 2004. In the Petition, withdrawal is requested on the basis 
that the failure to respond to the Notice to File Missing Parts of Application mailed on 
November 17, 2003, was due to the non-receipt of such a Notice. 

It has recently been brought to the undersigned's attention that a Transmittal 
document filed with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on November 25, 2003, 
referred to a Response to a Notice to File Missing Parts.

The undersigned, on November 25, 2003, filed an Information Disclosure 
Statement with the United States Patent and Trademark Office in the above- 
identified application. 

On November 1 , 2004 a Notice of Abandonment issued in the above- 
identified application. 

On November 18, 2004, Mr. Alfred A. Stadnicki filed a Petition to Withdraw 
the Holding of Abandonment in the above-referenced application based upon non- 
receipt of a Notice to File Missing Parts of Application, dated November 17, 2003. 

It has recently come to the undersigned's attention that a Transmittal filed with 
the above-identified Information Disclosure Statement indicated that a Response to 
Notice to File Missing Parts of Application was transmitted therewith. 

In view of the above, the undersigned hereby states that to the best of my 
recollection and belief: 

1 . On or before November 25, 2003, I instructed my assistant, Stacey L. 
Keaton, to prepare an Information Disclosure Statement in the above-referenced 
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application. I did not instruct Ms. Keaton to prepare a Response to Notice to File 
Missing Parts of Application. 

2. I have reviewed both our electronic and hardcopy files for the above- 
referenced application. Both files include identical copies of an Information 
Disclosure Statement, a Form PTO-1449, and a Transmittal, each dated November 
25, 2003 and each prepared by Ms. Keaton. The Transmittal included in our files 
indicates that an Information Disclosure Statement was transmitted therewith 
(courtesy copy attached). 

3. Thus, the Transmittal of November 25, 2003 filed with the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office is different than that included in our files. More 
particularly, the first page of the filed Transmittal indicates that a Response to Notice 
to File Missing Parts of Application was transmitted therewith, while the first page of 
the copy of the Transmittal included in our files indicates that an Information 
Disclosure Statement was transmitted therewith. However, the second page (i.e., 
the signature page) of the filed Transmittal is the same as the copy of the second 
page of the Transmittal found in our files.

5. The return receipt post card attached to the filed Transmittal, date stamped 
by the United States Patent and Trademark Office on November 25, 2003, indicates 
that an Information Disclosure Statement and a Transmittal were filed on that date in 
the above-referenced application, but not a Response to Notice to File Missing Parts 
of Application (courtesy copy attached). 

6. Our docketing and formalities manager has reconfirmed that our electronic 
and hardcopy docketing records do not indicate that a Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Application was ever received, or that a Response to Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Application was ever filed. 

7. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are 
true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true;
